“Where there’s a skill, there’s a way.” 
Investigating economic concepts, In- 
troduction to Business students learned 
essentials of daily life such as balancing 
checkbooks and setting up budgets. 
With so much emphasis on the nation’s 
current economic situation, students en- 
joyed finding out about the roles of the 
federal, state and local governments in 
budget planning. Time was also allowed 
for discussions on taxes, insurances and 
credit systems. Students of Mr. Robert 
Almond, and the entire JHW family, 
were especially thrilled when he was 
selected by the Agency for Instructional 
Television, the Joint Council on 
Economic Education and the Canadian 
Foundation on Economic Education to 
prepare a promotional film for 
economic education. 

While first year typing students 
learned the basics of keyboarding, 
tabulation and letter and manuscript 
writing, second year students worked to 
acquire skills for entry level jobs as 
clerk typists.

Venturing outside of traditional 
classroom settings, students had many 
occasions to use their communicative 
skills and to learn from professionals. 
Freshmen as well as upperclassmen had 
the opportunity to see “Good News” at 
the Empire Theatre. The performance 
of the 1927 Broadway production enter- 
tained all and provided a nostalgic look 
at life prior to the Great Depression. 
Visiting the Smithsonian Institute, 
American Experience students viewed 
exhibits featuring Rodin sculptures and 
Indian oil paintings. 

The general emphasis on grammar 
and literature, students received 
semester objectives early in the year to 
use as road maps. With the constant 
reviewing and re-emphasizing of skills, 
students gradually wrote better 
sentences and essays. Higher SRA 
scores reflected their improvement. 
Students who showed great mastery 
were privileged to participate in the Na- 
tional Council of Teachers of English 
creative writing contest. Traveling 
through time, literature students not on- 
ly discussed the works of authors like 
Chaucer, Milton, Twain and Bradbury, 
but also investigated and compared 
lifestyles of their times to our own. 

To help students better express their 
creativity, teachers prepared a variety of 
motivational activities including inviting 
guest speakers to their classes.

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Artists Learn 
New Language 


Art study included drawing and crafts 
as well as art appreciation. Its purpose 
was not to make artists of all students 
nor to develop high artistic skill but to 
assist the powers of observation and en- 
couragement of art as a language of ex- 
pression of ideas. Courses of study 
covered such subjects as form, color and 
design. They also included instruction 
in making articles used in everyday life 
such as ashtrays, vases and even 
jewelry. Courses in composition en- 
couraged the selection and arrangement 
of objects for drawing. Standards of 
taste and judgment were fostered in ef- 
forts to enhance enjoyment of beauty in 
nature and in art. 

Art activities encompassed drawing 
the human face, contour drawing with 
models, making handsewn_ banners, 
designing posters for the Greater Rich- 
mond Transit Company, the annual 
Thalhimers Art Show and _ billboard 
designs. Jacqueline Pender and Taylor 
Brandt were honored and excited to see 
their creations enlarged on billboards 
near their schools. 

Out of town and local field trips car- 
ried students to New York City, 
Washington, D.C. and the Virginia 
Museum. In New York, students visited 
the Metropolitan Opera House, the 
World Trade Center and the New York 
Stock Exchange for their architectural 
design and interior decor. At the 
McGraw-Hill Building, students viewed 
a film on life in New York. The 
highlight of this trip was the musical 
“Barnum,” based on the life of P. T. Bar- 
num.

Diction and dynamics studies ac- 
counted for significant portions of 
choral music students’ classwork. Once 
choir instructors determined individual 
students’ vocal ranges and _ assigned 
them to the appropriate sections, they 
drilled enunciation and volume control. 
The remaining time they spent rehears- 
ing for building and Complex 
performances. 

For Christmas, each building choir 
spread yuletide cheer in assemblies. 
Gathering at City Hall, the Complex 
choir lured passers-by and _ office 
workers to pause a moment to enjoy the 
carols they sang. Second semester found 
chorus students preparing for building 
spring concerts. Repertoires for these 
programs included gospel numbers, 
popular tunes and show-stopping songs 
from several musicals. 

Set off from most classrooms, in- 
strumental music students filled band 
rooms with strange sounds as they tuned 
up for class rehearsals. Not every day in 
class was spent playing musical selec- 
tions, however. All band students 
studied harmony, theory, and composi- 
tion. After learning basic skills, they 
composed melodies then harmonized 
them. Students considered it a real treat 
to perform numbers they themselves 
had created. 

Approaching music from a multi- 
cultural aspect, the instrumentalists 
delved into music history, especially as 
it related to jazz. After studying African 
and European origins of music, the 
students were required to demonstrate 
how the two merged to form American 
music. Masters studied included 
Beethoven and Bach, Ellington and 
Basie and Miles Davis, Dizzy Gillespie 
and Chick Corea. In addition to playing 
in building concerts, assemblies and 
programs, band students also _par- 
ticipated in Complex concerts 
throughout the year.

Churros y chocolate, quiche Lorraine, 
fettucini — students enrolled in 
language classes not only learned a new 
language but also had the opportunity to 
prepare and taste a variety of foreign 
dishes. While enjoying their creations, 
they practiced using vocabulary related 
to food and discussed variations in 
foreign and American meals and eating 
habits. 

First year language students 
discovered that in addition to learning 
lots and lots of vocabulary words they 
also had to get used to using a variety of 
accent marks. In Spanish classes, they 
also had to remember, when writing 
questions, to place inverted question 
marks at the beginning of sentences. 
The same, they discovered, was true for 
exclamatory sentences. To reinforce 
new vocabulary, some classes played 
traditional American games such as 
Scrabble and Bingo in the target 
language. Second year students, now 
familiar with the peculiarities of their 
languages, focused their attentions on 
increasing their vocabulary and master- 
ing more complex reading selections 
and grammatical points. 

Having acquired a degree of profi- 
ciency in pronunciation, vocabulary and 
grammatical structures, students in 
third, fourth and fifth year language 
classes concentrated on increasing their 
fluency and perfecting accents. To find 
out more about the people and countries 
whose languages they studied, they also 
began researching the lives of important 
literary and historical figures. Reading 
and discussing poems, plays, short 
stories and excerpts from novels, all in 
the target language, gave them a chance 
to use the language and to pick up addi- 
tional cultural background information.

Actors Accept 
Aches, Applause 


Faces and bodies aching, drama 
students learned that the glamorous life 
of an actor required a lot more than they 
had initially thought. Acting, they quick- 
ly learned, meant more than just 
memorizing lines. Facial and body 
muscles also had to be used in order to 
effectively convey emotions and moods. 
Students learned that character por- 
trayals, whether of young lovers, old 
drunkards or elated children, involved 
more use of one’s imagination and 
observation once on stage. Practicing 
scenes from major plays and 
monologues helped the young actors im- 
prove their skills in mime and 
improvisation. 

Being able to observe professional ac- 
tors was an especially beneficial oppor- 
tunity for drama students when they 
visited community theatre productions. 
A puppetry workshop at the Valentine 
Museum gave students a better insight 
into characterization and actualization 
which, back in the classroom, provided 
them a stepping stone for their own 
development in these areas. Putting all 
the studied mechanics of acting 
together, one drama class presented the 
one-act play, ‘People in the Wind,” to a 
select group of classes. 

Leaving stage center for a _ while, 
drama students experimented with 
other important aspects of the theatre. 
When studying set design, they 
discovered the essentials of making 
props appear as authentic as possible. 
Because scene changes had to be done 
very quickly, they also learned the im- 
portance of making things with light- 
weight materials so that they could easi- 
ly be moved about. A study of lighting 
helped them see how lights direct the 
audience’s attention to specific areas of 
the stage as well as help to control 
moods. At the end of the course, 
students made their exits much more 
enlightened and confident.

Fundamental Math 
students worked on basic operations 
with whole numbers, fractions and 
decimals. Through drills and repetition, 
they learned how to set up and interpret 
ratios and proportions. Coursework also 
covered an introduction to geometry 
and units on consumer mathematics. 

Using protractors, compasses and 
straight edges, geometry students per- 
formed basic constructions such as 
bisecting angles and _ constructing 
perpendicular bisectors. After examin- 
ing properties, measurements and space 
relations of points, lines and planes, 
they began an investigation of proofs. 
Based on their understanding, they used 
symbols, pictures, theorems, postulates 
and definitions they learned to draw 
logical conclusions. 

Working with the real and complex 
number systems, algebra students 
learned how to solve linear and 
quadratic equations. To prepare them 
for more advanced courses, teachers 
also introduced logarithms, binomial ex- 
pressions, sequences and series, as well 
as analytical geometry. Ellipses, circles, 
hyperboles — students continuing on to 
Algebra II delved more deeply into 
analytical geometry and investigated 
properties of conic sections. 

Applying definitions and skills ac- 
quired in algebra and geometry classes, 
trigonometry students considered the 
functions of angles. Manipulating sines, 
tangents and secants, they learned to 
solve right triangles and _ verify 
trigonometric identities. Students plan- 
ning to enter the labor force directly 
after high school pursued courses in 
fundamental, applied, financial and 
career mathematics.

Ignite Interest 


Experimentation, lectures and field 
trips helped science students find 
answers to many questions about 
themselves and the world in which we 
live. Investigations generally resulted in 
predicted outcomes, however, in one 
biology class such was not the case. 
While cultivating their own paramecia, 
students discovered a growth they 
hadn’t expected. Though they were able 
to describe it, they could not identify it. 
Nonetheless, all were excited to see the 
movement of life in the water. To 
observe and study estuaries, some 
classes took advantage of the 
Chesapeake Bay Estuarine trips. 

Studying rocks and minerals, moun- 
tain formation and rivers, earth science 
students gained a better appreciation of 
the history of our planet and its life. 
Visits to the planetarium helped them 
understand the movements of celestial 
bodies. Donning jackets and goggles, 
some classes traveled to Wintergreen 
Ski Resort where, in addition to skiing, 
they observed weather conditions and 
topographical differences of Virginia. 

Receiving an overview of science in 
general, physical science students con- 
centrated on the metric system. 
Chemistry students closely examined 
the elements to learn about their com- 
positions and properties. Observing and 
predicting the transformations they 
would undergo when combined was 
especially exciting. The phenomena of 
inanimate matter and motion intrigued 
physics students. Using formulas, con- 
ducting experiments and _ testing 
theories, they explored heat, electricity, 
light and sound. 

Many students participated in science 
conferences and competitions. Fourteen 
students’ research papers were submit- 
ted to the Virginia Junior Academy of 
Science. Students excelling in each area 
were recommended for National 
Science Merit Awards. All looked for- 
ward to the Virginia Conference of 
Math and Science held at Hampton In- 
stitute late in the spring.

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Switching from one activity to another 
throughout the year enabled physical 
education students to learn the basic 
skills of a variety of sports while preven- 
ting them from becoming bored. Learn- 
ing to honor their partners and do-si-do 
did not readily take with the males, but 
with the constant coaxing of the young 
ladies, square dancing proved to be a lot 
of fun for both sexes. Leaving the dance 
floor, students engaged in competitive 
sports such as flag football, field hockey, 
volleyball and soccer. To test their skill 
development, they participated in tour- 
naments in their classes. A variety of 
recreational games — ping pong, shuf- 
fleboard, bowling — were taught for the 
benefit of those desiring to learn one- 
on-one competitive sports. 

In the spring and fall, students took 
physical fitness tests which required 
them to do sit ups, pull ups, the broad 
jump and flexed arm hangs. Some 
students found the tests quite simple 
while others found them painfully dif- 
ficult! Seeing the many side effects of 
drugs, alcohol and smoking through 
films and lectures, eighth graders realiz- 
ed the full dangers of these hazardous 
habits. Freshmen increased their 
knowledge of communicable diseases, 
first aid and consumer health while 
sophomores studied mental health and 
family planning. All grade levels 
learned the harmful results of 
misreading labels, misplacing medica- 
tions and failing to return items to their 
proper places during their study of safe- 
ty rules. Having a real stockcar driver, 
Benny Pearson, visit the classroom real- 
ly convinced everyone of the impor- 
tance of practicing safety rules when 
driving. On the gym floor or in the 
classroom, students learned how to keep 
both their bodies and minds fit.

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“I got mine!’ Rushing home everyday 
from school, driver’s education students 
checked mailboxes to see if they had 
received a letter summoning them to 
court. Taking a parent or another adult 
with them, those who were old enough 
and had passed the test to become 
licensed drivers happily stood before 
the judge. Before presenting students 
with their licenses, the judge praised 
them for their accomplishments, then 
tried to encourage them to be safe 
drivers. 

Much hard work preceded the actual 
presentation of licenses, however. 
Students were required to take one 
semester of driver’s education. Class 
topics ranged from map reading and ex- 
pressway driving to driving motorcycles 
and the effects of alcoholic beverages 
on drivers. Before actually sitting 
behind the wheel, all students were re- 
quired to secure a learner’s permit. In- 
structors encouraged them to share and 
review DMV rule revisions with parents 
and friends who already operated motor 
vehicles. Films borrowed from the State 
Police Library showed students actual 
footage of specific driving situations and 
how to be safe, defensive drivers. They 
also vividly portrayed accidents and 
demonstrated how to avoid them. 

Four weeks in simulator prepared 
students for actual behind-the-wheel in- 
struction at Parker Field. Reporting dai- 
ly to trailers whose interiors resembled 
those of cars, the students learned sim- 
ple mechanics like starting the engine 
and shifting gears as well as techniques 
for handling possible difficult driving 
situations.

Hammers pounding and saws buzz- 
ing, industrial arts students labored to 
turn rough pieces of wood _ into 
beautiful, practical furniture and 
household decorations. Before construc- 
ting their individual projects, they 
studied the textures and durability of 
various types of wood. Radial arm saws, 
planers, jointers, pein hammers — pre- 
construction studies also included learn- 
ing the names and functions of the dif- 
ferent tools and equipment, and how to 
use them properly and safely. 

Students in first year government- 
funded construction classes followed 
the federally-provided outline. Their in- 
struction included units on construction 
technology and an in-depth study of ex- 
actly what the industrial arts field en- 
compassed. Examining labor unions, 
they learned the history and nature of 
organized labor and discussed its pros 
and cons. 

Following a unit on home construc- 
tion, the novice craftsmen tried their 
hands at drawing floor plans. Some 
classes actually designed plans for 
dream houses and constructed scale 
models. Techniques and_ theory 
mastered, they then had the opportunity 
to construct small projects of their own. 
Days of tedious sawing, drilling, sanding 
and_ shellacking suddenly seemed 
worthwhile when they stepped back to 
admire their finished magazine racks, 
napkin holders and mirror frames. 

Advanced industrial arts students 
used their class time to construct in- 
dividual projects. Some chose to con- 
centrate on one or two large items such 
as room dividers or coffee and end table 
sets.

In 
addition to refining their manual skills, 
they took time to research various topics 
include marketing, hardwood and soft- 
wood trees and careers in industrial 
arts.

Career Training 


Earning while learning — the In- 
dustrial Cooperative Training program 
offered interested and qualified 
students the opportunity to earn four 
credits over a two year period and to get 
training in a specific career field. To top 
this off, participants could also earn an 
income. Careful reviews of school 
records and personal interviews helped 
the ICT Coordinator select students for 
the program. 

Beginning the two part program in the 
classroom, students learned the theory 
behind the careers of their personal in- 
terests. Instruction also included lessons 
on personal finance, employer- 
employee relations, personality 
development and communication skills. 
To acquire on-the-job training, students 
worked closely with employers in com- 
munity enterprises. The scope of career 
choices ranged from aircraft mechanics 
to TV broadcast technicians. Helping 
students to adjust and attain their goals, 
Mr. J. T. Johnson, ICT Coordinator, fre- 
quently observed them in action at their 
job sites. This joint supervision by the 
coordinator and employers provided 

— firms more stable workers while ena- 
J. bling students to build seniority and 
chances for advancement. 

Similar to ICT, the Richmond 
Technical Center program also offered 
students a headstart on careers. While 
ICT students worked in the business 
community, Tech students reported to 
the Center daily, either in the mornings 
or after lunch. Earning three credits for 
the two and a half hours spent there, 
they broadened their vocational skills. 
Courses offered in twenty-five different 
areas, students were able to study 
cosmetology, industrial drafting and 
even radio and television repairs. Some 
also chose to learn auto body 
mechanics, commercial sewing and 
business and data processing. As 
unemployment rates fluctuated, 
students involved in these two programs 
increased their skills and confidence for 
entry into the world of work.

Learning the “how to’s” of selling and 
retailing, marketing students attended a 
minimum of four classes then left school 
to gain firsthand knowledge in area 
stores. To prepare them for their job ex- 
periences, teachers guided them 
through many skill related projects. 
Developing their salesmanship ability, 
students prepared original adver- 
tisements for newspapers and 
magazines. So that they could hear or 
see their radio and TV commercial 
spots, some teachers taped the students’ 
presentations. Skill at operating cash 
registers a must, all students practiced 
ringing up sales on class electronic 
registers. 

Staged classroom interview sessions, 
learning to correctly fill in application 
forms and how to prepare personal 
resumes helped these students obtain 
jobs. Required to amass 540 hours actual 
work experience per school year, 
students spent an average of fifteen 
hours a week in cooperating stores such 
as Thalhimers, Ukrops and Granger 
Warehouse. At work, they followed 
training plans devised by their teachers 
and employers. In addition to employ- 
ing the skills they had acquired in class, 
students worked on developing good 
human relations between themselves 
and other employees, their bosses and 
their customers. 

Dropping in at the State Fair, some 
classes observed basic marketing func- 
tions associated with the successful 
management of this form of entertain- 
ment. Others traveled to the Pottery in 
Williamsburg to get a look at mass 
marketing in action. At the end of the 
school year, all students honored their 
bosses at the annual Employer- 
Employee Banquet held at the Holiday 
Inn-West.

Prove Popular 


Attitudes and relationships among 
students improved greatly with the in- 
itiation of a peer counseling service in 
each building. To help the fifty student 
counselors become better listeners, ad- 
visors arranged a training session for 
them at the University of Richmond. 
Field trips to abortion clinics, the state 
penitentiary, Tucker’s and other institu- 
tions opened the counselors’ eyes and 
minds to what could happen to their 
peers with problems if they were not 
able to receive some kind of support and 
encouragement. Speakers invited to at- 
tend some of the groups’ bi-monthly 
meetings included assistant principals, 
social workers, school psychologists and 
even a reformed alcoholic. All advised 
the members on how best to deal with 
specific adolescent problems and values 
clarification. 

Projects adopted by the peer 
counselors involved both school ser- 
vices and social gatherings. Working 
closely with the attendance offices, they 
called and visited students who seemed 
to miss a great deal of time from school, 
hoping to encourage them to improve 
their attendance. Tackling an even 
tougher task, they contacted dropouts 
and tried to make them realize the ad- 
vantages of completing their high school 
education. In each building, the groups 
also displayed posters on drug abuse 
and smoking. Social activities included 
picnics, outings to shopping malls, pizza 
parties and horseback riding at 
Pocahontas State Park. The school and 
peers themselves all seemed pleased 
with these activities.

To show their ap- 
preciation for the many things they did 
to make their jobs a little less hectic, 
secretaries, counselors and _ principals 
presented each aide a small gift and 
party at the close of school. 

Performing some of the same tasks as 
office aides, Cooperative Office Educa- 
tion (COE) members received additional 
training in local business offices. At- 
tending school and working a minimum 
of fifteen hours a week for firms such as 
the Federal Reserve Bank, Richmond 
Newspapers and even Richmond Public 
Schools, these students received on-the- 
job training and a pay check as well.

Scholarship, leadership, service and 
character provided criteria for National 
Honor Society qualification. Juniors and 
seniors with academic averages of 3.5 or 
better, high integrity, and who were in- 
volved in extra-curricular school and 
community activities qualified for in- 
duction into NHS. Though not a 
fundraising organization, profits from 
doughnut, fuzzy stick-ons and _ bake 
sales, and refreshments sold at athletic 
events benefited organization projects 
such as the annual Salvation Army 
Christmas project.

Selecting ten top band 
members for the orchestra, Mr. Richard 
Martin taught them the _ beautiful 
ballads and upbeat numbers. 

Calling on the Stage Crew Club to 
assist, Mr. Jo Coleman mapped out the 
lighting sequences and_ variations. 
Strategically placing microphones, Mr. 
George Willis worked on volumes and 
sound to make sure the audience could 
clearly hear each and every word. Ms. 
Gwen Johnson and Ms. Gwen Lewis 
both assisted the cast with make-up 
applications. 

At the last Saturday rehearsal, Mr. 
Harry Johnson, Fine Arts Department 
Head, provided the exhausted cast and 
crew with a well deserved lunch. Eating

Prefacing the curtain’s opening with a 
brief talk, Mr. Levy Armwood, vocal 
director, prepared each audience for the 
play they were about to see.

Teams Run Head 
On Into Victory 


Perhaps because of the extreme 
demands on the body, and the mind, 
few Trojans, male or female, tried out 
for the cross country teams. As a result, 
no cuts were made because meet 
regulations required a team to consist of 
at least five runners per school. When 
practices began on August 10, there 
were only eleven young men and fifteen 
young ladies. Meeting three hours daily 
after school, the Lady Trojans warmed 
up then practiced running long 
distances. The young men added Satur- 
days to their practice sessions. Running 
anywhere from seven to ten miles a day, 
they averaged 125 miles per month. 

Both the boys’ and girls’ teams had to 
struggle to overcome problems. Keeping 
injuries to a minimum, the girls found 
their attitudes to be their largest 
weakness. Maintaining a _ positive 
outlook toward long distance running 
and lots of strenuous workouts proved 
an extremely difficult obstacle to com- 
bat. Trying to make the necessary ad- 
justments, they worked harder to 
understand the sport. To improve their 
ability to endure, the fellows realized 
that running seven miles a day would 
not be enough. In addition to putting in 
more mileage during daily practices, 
they also decided they needed to work 
out on weights. 

Despite their problems, both teams 
performed well at their meets which 
were usually held at the Three Chopt 
Road cross country course. At the 
season’s end, the boys had compiled a 
2-5 record. Led by team captain and 
District and Regional champ Diane 
Terry, the girls boasted a 5-1 record. 
They also placed second in the District 
and third in the Regional competitions.

“They were a particularly good group 
to work with — they listened.” Such was 
the description given by Coach Robert 
Booker when asked how he felt about 
the '81-’82 varsity basketball team. After 
try-outs for the team in late October, fif- 
teen Trojans and an excellent coaching 
staff set out to be the best team ever.

Homemade pies, cakes and cookies, 
fresh garden vegetables and fruits, health 
foods — not all teachers regretted the clos- 
ing of the faculty cafeteria lines as a result 
of budget cuts. Many seized the opportuni- 
ty to prepare delicious and nutritious meals 
at home to bring to school for lunch. In ad- 
dition to the appetizing meals, they en- 
joyed sharing recipes and sampling each 
other’s “specialties.” 

Some teachers welcomed the cafeteria’s 
closing for quite another reason, though — 
a perfect excuse to go on that long put-off 
diet! Granola bars and fresh fruits took the 
place of sweets while tuna fish, broiled 
meats and sliced turkey rounded out their 
menus. For those who could not find the 
time or the motivation necessary to 
‘“brown-bag it,” special arrangements were 
made for them to “cut” the “jiffy lines’ in 
the student cafeteria, then eat in the 
teachers’ dining area. While students 
weren’t exactly happy about this change, 
most seemed to understand its need and 
complaints were few. 
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“Good morning, Jefferson-Huguenot- 
Wythe. May I help you?” — between 
answering phone calls, delivering 
messages and constant interruptions, 
JHW’s secretaries found their days packed 
full of tasks and duties. Typing and 
duplicating memos for principals, they 
helped make sure lines of communication 
ran smoothly. Updating records, filing and 
preparing financial reports also consumed 
large portions of their busy days. Parents 
and visitors found them indispensable in 
helping to locate students and activity 
sponsors. Counselors especially ap- 
preciated their cooperation and assistance 
in controlling the bell schedules during 
testing sessions. 

Attendance workers also faced seeming- 
ly endless duties. In addition to typing let- 
ters for in-school suspension and process- 
ing requests for off-bound passes, they 
somehow managed to find time to check on 
absentees. Parents thanked them for the 
calls and visits to notify them of their 
child’s absence from school. Some sought 
their assistance in curing chronic 
absenteeism cases. Asked what their big- 
gest problem was, one worker commented, 
“There just isn’t enough of me to go 
around. Kids come in with personal pro- 
blems and I’m so busy I can’t always stop 
to listen.”

Scantron answer sheets, computation 
formulas, computer printouts — every nine 
weeks teachers faced the monumental task 
of determining student progress and 
recording evaluations. After administering 
nine-weeks and semester exams, they 
rushed to grade papers. Because of the 
limited time between the administration of 
the tests and the time final grades were 
due downtown, many opted to give objec- 
tive tests. Scantron machines scored 
answer sheets and spit out results faster 
than teachers could manually grade the 
papers. 

If the teachers could have had one wish 
granted each time the report periods 
ended, it would have been to have another 
machine, just like the Scantron, to “bubble 
in” grades, comments and attendance. 
Such, unfortunatley, was not the case, and 
all complained of seeing little dots dancing 
before their eyes when the sheets were 
completed. 

Distress sometimes crept across the 
teachers’ faces when an announcement on 
the public address system informed them 
that the grade sheets were back and a 
faculty meeting would be necessary to 
verify them. Occasionally they discovered 
that some of their work had been in vain — 
for whatever the reason, the computer had 
either left out grades, added or deleted 
students or maybe even “re-evaluated” 
some on its own. Wanting their evaluations 
and report cards to parents to be accurate, 
they spent the time necessary to review 
and correct the printouts.

Regardless of how they 
were hailed, everyone seemed to know the 
buildings’ security specialists. Performing 
a vital function, the security specialists 
‘struggled to maintain a safe, secure en- 
vironment so that an atmosphere con- 
ducive to learning could exist. With the aid 
of the security staff, problems seemed to 
decrease. Students quickly learned that 
noise and loitering in halls would not be 
tolerated. To help cut down on class cut- 
ting and tardiness, student restroom doors 
were occasionally locked until well after 
the tardy bell had sounded.

Unlike an achievement test, the Dif- 
ferential Aptitude Test evaluated the 
freshmen’s abilities to learn given 
materials. The test contained problems re- 
quiring the students to use verbal, 
numerical and mechanical skills. Ques- 
tions involving abstract reasoning, 
language usage and space relations were 
also included. Having no right or wrong 
answers, the questionnaire portion of the 
test helped to determine career interests to 
aid freshmen in charting schedules for the 
remainder of their high school years. 

Percentiles sent back gave the ninth 
graders an idea of how well they measured 
up, and an explanation of how their 
academic courses could help them in their 
career pursuits. Some of those who had lit- 
tle or no idea as to their career interests 
before taking the test were surprised, 
pleased or astonished to learn of their 
potentail while others seemed a little 
frustrated or disappointed to learn that 
they needed to make great improvements 
in some areas if they were to realize suc- 
cess in their chosen careers.

“When both a mother and father carry 
the sickle cell trait, then with each child 
born there is a 25% chance of the child 
having sickle cell anemia.” Working in 
conjunction with the Virginia Sickle Cell 
Anemia Awareness Program (VASCAP), 
the Wythe Building science department 
continued its program, begun in 1972 to test 
sophomores for the hereditary disease. 

Chosen because of their level of maturi- 
ty, all tenth graders were encouraged to 
participate. After returning parental per- 
mission slips and receiving individual ap- 
pointments, they reported to the gym 
where VASCAP volunteers drew approx- 
imatley one tablespoon of blood from each 
participant. The blood specimen were then 
sent to a lab and tested for the trait which 
causes severe anemia, yellow jaundice and 
pain in the arms and legs. Approximately 
two weeks later, sophomores were 
notified, by mail, of their test results. Those 
found to carry the trait received thorough 
and complete genetic counseling, at no 
cost.

“O.K. you may now begin. You will have 
fifty minutes to work on this part of the test. 
Good luck!’ These words caused panic 
among some sophomores; some seemed to 
squeeze up into a semi-shock state. This 
year the sophomores had only two tests to 
take, the Virginia Competency Test and 
the Ohio Vocational Interest Survey 
(OVIS). Testing students on the basic skills 
needed to graduate, the Virginia Com- 
petency Test for sophomores consisted of 
two parts — mathematics and reading. 
Students were required to perform simple 
functions such as addition, subtraction, 
multiplication, division and reading of 
graphs. The reading portion tested their 
ability to read for comprehension and to 
follow directions. 

A little less demanding because of the 
absence of mathematics or reading ques- 
tions, the Ohio Vocational Interest Survey 
checked the sophomores’ occupational 
preferences. Answers to questions, or 
statements such as “I enjoy washing and 
ironing my clothes” had to be selected 
from one of the following: strongly like, 
like, neutral, dislike, strongly dislike. 
Results showed students the occupations 
they most liked as well as those least liked. 
With the combined information from the 
two tests, counselors were better able to 
guide sophomores into the academic pro- 
grams and courses best suited for their 
career preferences and abilities.

For approximately an hour and a half they 

“visited” one college after another. 

Representatives from both out of state and 

local colleges and universities eagerly in- 

formed them of scholarship opportunities, 

financial aid available and athletic pro- 
grams, as well. 

After getting the answers they wanted, 
juniors collected catalogs, pamphlets and 
brochures to take home to show their 
parents. Those with a special interest in a 
particular school also took applications. 
Though they still had another year of high 
school to complete, the prospect of atten- 
ding college greatly excited them, as did 
the vast array of information they had 
gathered. Upon returning to school, juniors 
realized more than ever, that their 
counselors had been right all along — they 
needed good grades, attendance and par- 
ticipation in school and community ac- 
tivities to improve their chances of being 
accepted at colleges and universities, and 
receiving financial assistance. 
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Spring’s arrival brought a warm feeling 
of success to the Class of ’83 — it meant 
that they had almost completed their next 
to the last year of high school. It also meant 
something more — time to make prepara- 
tions for the last year. 

Ready to assist, junior class counselors 
met with them in small groups to explain 
the program planning process. First, they 
learned exactly what courses and electives 
would be available for them. Counselors 
then informed them of the courses they 
would need and the sequence in which 
they were to be taken for whatever pro- 
gram (academic, general, or vocational) 
they chose. So that none would be caught 
“off-guard” their senior year, the discus- 
sions also included a review of competen- 
cies for graduation. Individual conferences 
followed where each eleventh grader, with 
the help of his counselor, mapped out a 
personalized program of study for the last 
and most exciting year of their high school 
experience.
